Budget Panel Launches 

Former vice president Walter Mondale, a 
Democrat shown at left, and former governor 
Arne Carlson, a Republican, stepped forward 
Tuesday to try to help end the state government 
shutdown by launching an independent 
commission to resolve Minnesota’s budget 
deadlock. Carlson and Mondale said they won’t 
serve on the panel and their involvement was 
limited to assembling it. It will be co-chaired 
by two former state lawmakers. Republican 
Stephen Dille and Democrat Wayne Simoneau. 
Carlson said they hope the commission will 
issue its proposal by Friday because of the 
urgency of ending the shutdown, (ap) 


Impasse forces social 
services to plead for 
continuation of funds 

St. Paul, Minn. 

With 10 beds and a waiting list 
21-people long, the Emily Pro- 
gram had planned to open a sec- 
ond in-patient facility for people 
with serious eating disorders later 
this month. Minnesota’s govern- 
ment shutdown has thrown those 
plans in doubt. 

The private, St. Paul-based 
treatment program was wait- 
ing on a July 18 inspection by the 
licensing division of the Depart- 
ment of Human Services. The 
division closed in the shutdown, 
and “without that last step in the 
licensing process, the program 
will be unable to open,” said Jil- 
lian Lampert, director of licens- 
ing for the Emily Program. 

Lampert was one of several 
dozen people who pleaded Tuesday 
before a court-appointed “special 
master” for a continuation of state 
funding or services during the shut- 
down. In the second day of such 


hearings, former state Supreme 
Court Chief Justice Kathleen Blatz 
heard pleas from advocates for the 
homeless and indigent and sexu- 
al assault victims, as well as child 
care providers, police officers and 
prosecutors, hospital officials and 
more. The hearings have been a les- 
son in the deep and wide-reaching 
tentacles of state government. 

The shutdown that started Fri- 
day resulted from a budget stand- 
off between Democratic Gov. Mark 


Dayton and Republican legisla- 
tive leaders. Dayton wants to raise 
income taxes on the state’s wealth- 
iest residents to provide more 
money for social services and pub- 
lic education. Republican lawmak- 
ers oppose any tax increase. The 
two sides met briefly Tuesday but 
reported no progress. 

Until a budget deal material- 
izes, state spending decisions fall 
to Blatz, who stepped down as the 
state’s chief justice in 2006. A state 


district court judge has ordered pro- 
grams essential to life, health and 
public safety to continue during the 
shutdown, and Blatz must make rec- 
ommendations to her on which pro- 
grams qualify. As she presided over 
the parade of need, Blatz repeated- 
ly reminded those before her that 
she had limited power. 

“It’s not a comment on the value 
of your services. It goes to the lim- 
its of the court’s power,” she said.

Home Births on the Rise 


CDC: From ’04 to ’08, 
skipping the hospital 
goes up 20 percent 

New York 

One mother chose home birth 
because it was cheaper than going 
to a hospital. Another gave birth at 
home because she has multiple scle- 
rosis and feared unnecessary med- 
ical intervention. And some choose 
home births after cesarean sections 
with their first babies. 

Whatever their motivation, all 
are among a striking trend: Home 
births increased 20 percent from 
2004 to 2008, accounting for 
28,357 of 4.2 million U.S. births, 
according to a study from the Cen- 
ters for Disease Control and Pre- 
vention released in May. 

White women led the drive, 
with 1 in 98 having babies at 
home in 2008, compared to 1 in 
357 black women and 1 in 500 


Safety Risks 

The American College of Ob- 
stetricians and Gynecologists, 
which certifies ob-gyns, warns 

that home births can be unsafe, es- 
pecially if the mother has high-risk 
conditions, if a birth attendant is 
inadequately trained and if there’s 
no nearby hospital in case of emer- 
gency. Some doctors also question 
whether a “feminist machoism" is 
at play in wanting to give birth at 
home. By some accounts, in 1900, 95 
percent of U.S. births took place at 
home. That slipped to half by 1938 
and less than 1 percent by 1955. (ap) 


Hispanic women. 

Sherry Hopkins, a Las Vegas 
midwife, said the women whose 
home births she’s attended include 
a pediatrician, an emergency room 
doctor and nurses. “We’re definite- 
ly seeing well-educated and well- 
informed people who want to give 


birth at home,” she said. 

Home birthers say they want to 
be free of drugs, fetal monitors, IVs 
and pressure to hurry their labor at 
the behest of doctors and hospitals. 
They prefer to labor in tubs of water 
or on hands and knees, walk around 
their living rooms or take comfort 
in their own beds, surrounded by 
loved ones as they listen to music or 
hypnosis recordings with the sup- 
port of midwives and doulas. Some 
rely on husbands or other non-pro- 
fessionals for support. 

Dr. Joel Evans, the rare board- 
certified ob-gyn who supports 
home birth, said the medical estab- 
lishment has become resistant to 
change: “Women are now looking 
for alternatives where they can be 
treated as individuals, as opposed 
to being forced to comply with pro- 
tocols, which however well mean- 
ing, have the impact of both medi- 
calizing childbirth and increasing 
stress and anxiety around delivery,” 
said Evans, leanne italie (ap)

White House Weighs Role in iraq 


Reports: Extension 
offered to keep lOK 
troops past Dec. 31 

Baghdad 

The White House is offering to keep 
up to 10,000 troops in Iraq next 
year, U.S. officials say, despite oppo- 
sition from many Iraqis and Demo- 
cratic Party allies who demand that 
President Obama bring home the 
American military as promised. 

Any extension of the military’s 
presence depends on a formal 
request from Baghdad, which must 
weigh questions about the readi- 
ness of Iraqi forces against fears 
of renewed militant attacks and 


unrest if U.S. soldiers stay beyond 
the Dec. 31 pullout deadline. 

Iraq is not expected to decide 
until September at the earliest, 
when the 46,000 U.S. forces left 
in the country had hoped to start 
heading home. 

Already, though, the White 
House has worked out options to 
keep between 8,500 and 10,000 
active-duty troops to continue 
training Iraqi forces during 2012, 
according to Obama administration 
and U.S. military officials. 

Still, a statement Tuesday from 
White House national security 
spokesman Tommy Vietor said 
there are “no plans” to keep U.S. 
troops in Iraq beyond Dec. 31.

Fury at U.K. Tabloid 


Phone tampering 
accusations emerge 
in ’02 hunt for teen 

London 

Britain’s voracious tabloids may 
have hit a new low: The News of 
the World was facing claims Tues- 
day that it hacked into a missing 
teen’s phone messages, possibly 
hampering a police inquiry into 
her abduction and murder. 

Britons are used to seeing their 
press harass royals and celebri- 
ties, but the hacking case involv- 
ing Milly Dowler, 13, has horrified 
many, including British Prime Min- 
ister David Cameron, who called 
it “shocking.” 

Dowler’s abduction in 2002 
transfixed Britain. As her parents 
were making appeals for informa- 
tion, a private investigator work- 
ing for the tabloid allegedly hacked 
into her cell phone and deleted 
messages to make room for pos- 
sible new ones. 


Backstory 

After years of denials, the News 
of the World admitted to hacking the 
cell phones of celebrities and sports 
stars and offered settlements to 
victims. Meanwhile, new allegations 
surfaced Tuesday when a lawyer 
for Colin Stagg said that police be- 
lieved Stagg’s phone was hacked by 
the tabloid in 2000. Stagg was sus- 
pected in a 1992 murder, but he was 
acquitted after the judge criticized 
the evidence gathering, (ap) 


Police realized messages had 
been deleted, giving them and 
Dowler’s parents false hope that 
she was alive. Her body was found 
six months later. 

A lawyer representing Dowler’s 
parents said Tuesday that he plans 
to sue the tabloid. 

There were signs of a develop- 
ing boycott when Ford UK said it 
would not advertise in the tabloid, 
which is part of Rupert Murdoch’s 
News Corp. media empire, (ap)

Tears welled in Anthony’s eyes, 
her face reddened, and her lips 
trembled as she listened to the ver- 
dict.

Anthony could get up to a year 
behind bars on each count of lying 
to investigators. But since she has 
been in jail for nearly three years 
already, she could walk free. 

The case played out on national 
television almost from the moment

Who Was Caylee?

Airports board urged

Northern Virginia business lead-

Embattled Md. Lawmaker Quits

Johnson’s resignation 
follows guilty plea 
in corruption case 

Washington 

Prince George’s County Council 
member Leslie Johnson, who plead- 
ed guilty last week to destroying evi- 
dence in a federal corruption inves- 
tigation, submitted her resignation 
on Tuesday, her attorney said. 

The resignation will be effec- 
tive July 31, the last day before 
the council’s August recess, said 
Shawn M. Wright, Johnson’s 
defense lawyer. 

But that is not soon enough for 
Johnson’s council colleagues. 

After meeting behind closed 


doors for 90 minutes Tuesday, the 
rest of the council called for John- 
son, D-Mitchellville, to step down 
immediately and voted to strip her 
of her council staff and her county- 
issued car and cell phone. 

Johnson will, however, continue 
to collect her salary of $1,874 a week 
until her resignation takes effect. 


“After careful thought and con- 
sideration, I tendered my resigna- 
tion this morning as a member of 
the Prince George’s County Council 
for District 6,” Leslie Johnson said 
in a statement. “My resignation is 
important for the constituents of 
District 6 so that the district can 
be in the best possible position to 


continue to move forward.” 

Johnson was not legally obligat- 
ed to resign. She would have been 
forced to give up her seat, which 
carries a $96,000 annual sala- 
ry, only after her sentencing, and 
Wright said Thursday that Johnson 
planned to remain in office until 
that date. Wright declined to com- 
ment on what led Johnson to change 
her mind. A special election will be 
held to fill Johnson’s seat. 

Johnson was elected just days 
before her arrest last November and 
took the oath of office in Decem- 
ber despite calls from some Coun- 
cil members that she step aside. She 
was barred from serving on any 
committees, but she was allowed to 
attend committee meetings and vote

More than 30 years into his career as 
the unchallenged king of pop paro- 
dy, “Weird Al” Yankovic hit his best- 
ever chart position this week with 
his 13th CD, “Alpocalypse,” which 
bowed at No. 9 on last week’s Bill- 
board 200. It’s Yankovic’s best chart 
news since — well, his last record, 
2006’s “Straight Outta Lynwood,” 
which debuted at No. 10, his first- 
ever Top 10 appearance.

has traditional unlimited-visit 
Go City cards in 14 U.S. cities, but 
the new Go Select customizable 
passes include a number of des- 
tinations, including New York; 
Chicago; Boston; San Diego; San 
Francisco; Los Angeles; and Oahu, 
Hawaii. (Three more cards are 
being added within the next few 
weeks: Seattle; Orlando, Fla.; and 


Blue Ridge, which is mainly in and 
around Asheville, N.C.) The new 
product lets consumers choose 
which attractions they want to 
see. You pay discounted prices that 
get steeper the more attractions 
you choose. The top discount is 
36 percent off the gate price for all 
entry fees, Dahl said. But you’d have 
to buy at least a half-dozen attrac- 
tions to achieve that savings. Typ- 
ically, the minimum discount is 10 
percent for two items. 

Buying was easy. I logged onto

Great Lakes’ 
Prime Beaches 


An isolated locale 
on Lake Michigan 
tops ‘Dr. Beach's' list 

Destinations 

A gentle breeze ripples Lake Mich- 
igan’s deep blue surface as a gull 
circles lazily overhead. The sun is 
bright, the temperature is a comfy 
70 degrees, and the view of the water 
and the distant Manitou Islands is 
spectacular. The beach is wide and 
sandy — and almost deserted. 

Only a couple dozen people are 
in sight along a half-mile stretch 
of lakefront in the heart of Sleep- 
ing Bear Dunes National Lake- 
shore in Michigan’s northwestern 
Lower Peninsula. Tourist season is 
in high gear, yet beachgoers here in 
Glen Haven have no trouble stak- 
ing out a spot all their own. 

Partly because of this splendid 
isolation just a short drive from a 
busy resort town, Florida Inter- 
national University professor Ste- 
phen Leatherman — nicknamed 
“Dr. Beach” — has awarded Sleep- 
ing Bear Dunes the top ranking in 
his initial survey of Great Lakes 
beaches. 

For the past 21 years. Leather- 
man has released widely followed 
listings of the nation’s top 10 beach- 
es, based on extensive criteria that 


On Point 

Most of the 50-plus questions on 

Dr. Beach’s survey deal with three 
primary topics: water quality, sand 
quality and safety. Cleanliness is 
a must. Any place that’s frequent- 
ly declared off-limits to swimmers 
because of E. coli contamination is 
quickly booted. Beaches also lose 
points for heavy presence of algae, 
dirty bathrooms, excessive devel- 
opment and nearby storm water or 
sewage overflow pipes, (ap) 


range from sand texture to water 
quality to facilities. But his list has 
always been limited to ocean beach- 
es. The Great Lakes were ignored. 
After getting thousands of emails 
over the years from their indignant 
devotees, Leatherman relented. 

“They really are a hidden gem,” 
he said. “People have almost no 
knowledge of them.” 

After Sleeping Bear Dunes, the 
top Great Lakes beach spots were 
Lake Erie’s Presque Isle State Park 
in Pennsylvania, No. 2; Lake Supe- 
rior’s Sand Point Beach at Pictured 
Rocks National Lakeshore in Mich- 
igan, No. 3; Lake Huron’s Bayfield 
Main Beach in Ontario, Canada, 
No. 4; and Lake Michigan’s Oak 
Street Beach in Chicago, No. 5.

Get Your Goat 



It’s the world’s most 
popular meat, but 

you’d be hard-pressed 
to find it at Safeway.

Why do you think goat is such a 
mystery in America? 

Despite being 
the most widely 
eaten red meat 
in the rest of the 
world. North 
America never 
really took to it. 
Goat doesn’t lend itself easily to fac- 
tory farming, so it’s not something 
that can be mass-produced, even 
though it’s popular elsewhere. 

is that why it’s considered 
healthy? No factory farming? 

Goat is often locally raised, which is 
a health benefit. But it also doesn’t 
have the muscle mass that some 
other animals have, which, in turn, 
makes it have less fat. It’s a skinny 
animal. It’s lower in fat than chick- 
en and beef. Most goats are fed 
grass, which is what they’re meant 
to be eating, not corn, so there’s 
innate nutrition in the meat. 


Why do you think some people 
have an aversion to eating it? 

Mark and I like to call it the “cruise 
effect.” If you’ve been on a cruise to 
the Caribbean, you’ve tried goat. In 
the Caribbean, the goat they serve 
can be really gamey to stand up to 
the spicy flavors. But the goat meat 
you get here is so mild. It’s not even 
as strongly flavored as lamb, and 


I think people don’t expect that. 
They’re shocked. 

What about the people who 
haven’t tried it? 

Well, sometimes they just think 
it’s going to be strong or they don’t 
know what to expect. But whenever 
we serve goat, people are surprised 
at how mild and sweet it is. 


not even as strongly flavored 
as lamb, and 1 think people don’t 
expect that. They’re shocked.” 



Recipe File 


BRAISED MEATBALLS 
WITH ARTICHOKES 
AND FENNEL 


Ingredients 
» 1 pound ground goat 
» 1 large egg white 
» 3 tablespoons fresh bread 
crumbs 

» 2 medium shallots, minced 
» 1 teaspoon dried oregano 
» 1 teaspoon dried dill 
» 1 teaspoon salt, halved and 
used in two places in the 
recipe 

» 1 teaspoon freshly ground 
black pepper, halved, same as 
with the salt 

» 1/2 cup whole-wheat flour 
» 2 tablespoons olive oil 
» 1 large yellow onion, chopped 
» 1 large fennel bulb, any stems 
and fronds removed; the 
tough root end sliced off and 
discarded; then the bulb 
itself chopped 
» 1 large tomato, chopped 
» 1 pound fresh baby 
artichokes, trimmed; or one 
12-ounce package whole or 
quartered frozen baby 
artichokes (no need to thaw) 

» 1 1/3 cups reduced-sodium 
vegetable broth 
» 1 1/2 tablespoons reduced- 
sodium tomato paste 
» 2 teaspoons lemon juice 
» 1 teaspoon ground cinnamon 


Makes Four to Six 
Servings 

1. Mix the ground meat, egg white, 
bread crumbs, shallots, oregano, 
dill, y 2 teaspoon of the salt and 72 
teaspoon of the pepper in a medium 
bowl until uniform — that is, until the 
spices are spread evenly throughout; 
the bread crumbs, too; and the egg 
white is no longer visible as a scummy 
film. Form this mixture into 12 golf 
balls. 

2. Heat a large pot over medium 
heat. Meanwhile, spread the flour 
on a plate. Swirl the oil into the pot, 
then roll half the balls in the flour. 

Put them in the pot and brown on all 
sides. (OK, geometry teachers, balls 
don't have sides. But you know what 
we mean.) About seven minutes will 
do it. Transfer them to a plate and 
repeat with the remaining balls. 

3. Dump the onion, fennel, tomato, 
and artichokes into the pot. Stir over 
the heat until the onion begins to 
soften, about 3 minutes. 

4. Pour in the broth; stir in the 
tomato paste, lemon juice, cinnamon, 
the remaining teaspoon salt, and the 
remaining teaspoon pepper. As the 
mixture begins to simmer, make sure 
you scrape up any browned bits in the 
pot. Then tuck the meatballs into the 
simmering sauce and pour any juices 
on their plate over everything. Cover, 
reduce the heat to low, and simmer 
slowly for one hour.

So, is that the dominant charac- 
teristic? it’s sweet? 

I always say it’s a cross between 
dark meat, turkey and pork. It has a 
distinct flavor. It’s not tasteless, and 
certainly not a boneless, skinless 
chicken breast. But it doesn’t have 
that overpowering barnyard flavor 
that goat milk can have, either. 

So those who don’t like goat milk 
could actually like the meat? 

Yes, surprisingly, it’s a completely 
different animal. Dairy goats are 
not meat goats. If you’ve had goat 
meat and didn’t like it, it’s possi- 


ble you were fed a dairy goat. You 
wouldn’t want to eat an old dairy 
cow. It wouldn’t be a good steak. 
It would be stringy and tough, and 
it’s the same for goat. 

Do you have tips for cooking goat? 

You have to think low and slow. 
It’s best when braised or roasted at 
very low temperatures. Yesterday, 
I put a whole goat on the grill at 
275 degrees and it was on there for 
six hours. There are so many ways 
to prepare it. I love to take the leg 
and roast it slowly for seven hours 
so it’s falling off the bone.
